Newest state test scores say 
schools ‘Need Improvement’ 


Kentucky released 
scores from its new “Un¬ 
bridled Learning” assess¬ 
ment and accountability 
testing system last Friday, 
Nov. 2, for every school 
district in the state. Be¬ 
fore the results were made 
public, Gallatin County 
School officials said they 
expected scores to be low¬ 
er than in past years and 
they were correct. None 
of the county’s schools 
met state averages. 

Scores are ranked on a 
scale of 1 to 100. Galla¬ 
tin County High School 
scored 49.2 while the 


state average was 54.8. 
The middle school scored 
50.3 which was slightly 
lower than the state av¬ 
erage of 53.5. The upper 
elementary school’s score 
was 48.8 while the state 
average was 57.3. 

Over all, the school 
system scored 49.4 which 
puts it in the 17 percentile 
among all districts in the 
state. Schools in the top 
ten percent were classified 
as “Distinguished,” and 
those in the top 30 percent 
were called “Proficient.” 
Schools such as Galla¬ 
tin in the 69th percentile 


and below were ranked 
“Needs Improvement”. 
This year, 127 schools in 
the state were listed as 
Distinguished, 260 were 
Proficient and 899 were 
classified as “Needs Im¬ 
provement.” 

The new Unbridled 
Learning tests are more 
rigorous and challenging 
than the previous test¬ 
ing system called CATS 
(Commonwealth Ac¬ 
countability Testing Sys-

The recent scores are 
results from tests in read¬ 
ing, math, science and so¬ 
cial studies that students 
in grades 3-12 took last 
May.

On a cool and crisp 
Election Day, 52 percent 
of Gallatin County vot¬ 
ers went to the polls and 
a majority cast ballots for 
Republican Mitt Romney 
as President of the United 
States. Romney received 
1,758 votes here to Presi¬ 
dent Barack Obama’s 
1,238 votes. Obama won 
the two Warsaw precincts 
but lost in the county’s six 
other precincts. 

Romney ran strongest 
in the Concord Precinct 
which he won 302 to 130. 
He carried Glencoe 306 
to 211, Napoleon 186 to 
142, Sparta 226 to 139, 
Veterans Memorial 116 
to 70 and Gold Star 131 
to 78. 

For Republicans in 
Gallatin County, the elec¬ 
tion was similar to the 
Presidential race four 
years ago when Repub¬ 
lican John McCain beat 
Obama here 1,840 to 
1,278. 

The surprise of the 
election in Gallatin Coun¬ 
ty was that the two incum¬ 
bent school board mem¬ 
bers lost their seats in 
landslide fashion. Veteran 
board member Becky 
Burgett lost to Chad Mur¬ 
ray 405 to 211 in the Na¬ 
poleon/Concord district. 
In the Sparta District, 
incumbent Joanie Rogers 
lost to Joseph “Dicky” 
Wilson 206 to 102. Many 
will look at the results in 
those races as voter anger 
over recent tax increases 
approved by | the Board of 
Education. 

Glencoe school board 
member Alex Tainsh ran 
unopposed and had 305 
votes. 

There were also city 
council races in Warsaw 
and Glencoe and a city 
commission race in Spar¬ 
ta. 

In Warsaw, incum¬ 
bent city council member 
Keith Jones led the pack 
with 473 votes. Others 
winning seats on council 
were Jamie Gould with 
456 votes, Randy Jones 
with 448 votes, Jerry 
Hunt 411 votes, Tyler 
Boaz with 392 votes and 


Gary Thompson with 355 
votes. Michael Finfrock 
had 246 votes. 

In Glencoe, ten candi¬ 
dates were in a race for six 
seats on council. Anthony 
West was the top vote get¬ 
ter in Glencoe with 101 
votes. The other winners 
were JuJu Sullivan with 
99 votes, Charlotte Ad¬ 
ams with 93 votes, Mike 
Hampton with 84 votes, 
Benny Edmondson with 
75 votes and Richard 
Dunaway with 77 votes. 
Those who didn’t win 
were James Edmondson 
with 71 votes, former 
mayor Mike Murphy with 
66 votes, Leeza Nantz 
with 57 votes and Teresa 
McPherson with 49 votes. 

Bonnie Bond led all 
candidates in the race for 
four seats on the Sparta 
City Commission with 34 
votes. Dale Samuel had 32 
votes and Bill Dunavent 
and Chad Dunavent each 
had 29 votes. 

Republican Brian 
Linder carried the county 
with 1,584 votes in the 
hard fought race for state 
representative in the 61st 
District. Democrat Wanda 
Crupper Hammons got 
1,396 votes here. Late 
Tuesday, it appeared 
Linder would win the race 
by also carrying the other 
two counties in the dis¬ 
trict, Owen and Grant. 

Republican Thomas 
Massie beat Democrat 
Bill Adkins 1,540 to 1,260 
in Gallatin County in the 
race for U. S. Congress in 
the Fourth District. Mass¬ 
ie appeared to be on his 
way to landslide victory 
early in the evening. 

The amendment to en¬ 
sure hunters’ rights easily 
passed in Gallatin County 
2,229 to 363. 

Several candidates ran 
unopposed. Those in¬ 
cluded Court Clerk Pam 
McIntyre who got 2,263 
votes in the county. 

Gallatin County has 
5,930 registered voters 
and 3,109 (52 percent) 
went to the polls Tuesday. 
In 2008, 57 percent of the 
county’s voters went to 
the polls.

Obamacare will hurt our nursing home patients 

When Dennis Budlove arrived at 
the Fern Terrace long-term care fa¬ 
cility in Bowling Green nine months 
ago, he felt “like I came home.” 

But will Budlove, 50, who suffers 
physical and psychological prob¬ 
lems, still have a home in 2014? 

If Obamacare’s employer man¬ 
dates remain unchanged, 4,000 resi¬ 
dents in Kentucky’s 94 personal care 
homes in 82 different counties could 
face desperate situations, including 
homelessness. 

Obamacare mandates that firms 
with more than 50 employees must 
offer health insurance benefits or pay 
a $2,000 annual penalty for each ad¬ 
ditional employee hired. These em¬ 
ployees will receive government- 
subsidized health insurance. 

For Owensboro’s Jack Simpson, 
owner of Fem Terrace and four oth¬ 
er similar facilities in Kentucky, the 
bill will simply be too high. 

Having endured years of trying to 
meet state regulations, Simpson says 
the $289,000 bill he will receive for 
not providing health insurance to the 
200 caregivers whose jobs he cre¬ 
ated will cripple operations. 

“The cost would be tremendous,” 

Simpson said. “It would be more 
than I intend to pay, so that would 
leave me nothing to do but close.” 

While not all personal care homes 
in Kentucky are as well-maintained 
as Simpson’s, he is a philanthropic 
entrepreneur who’s done a remark¬ 
able job of building, staffing and 
providing for his facilities that care 
for Kentuckians who neither qualify 
for a nursing home vacancy nor can 
afford an assisted living facility - all 
for $38.60 a day. 

It’s the Lord’s work. 

“I pay $822 a month,” Budlove 
said. “If you add up what they’re 
giving me here - especially the 
medical supplies - it would cost 
you more than that on the outside. 

Here, my medical is taken care of; 
there’s no co-pay and they make 


sure I take my medicines at the right 
time and in the right amount. Plus, I’ve 
eaten healthier meals than when I lived 
at home with mom.” 

How would a shutdown at Fem 
Terrace affect Budlove and his fellow 
residents at the impeccably well-run 
indigent-care home? 

“There are a lot of people here that 
would be homeless,” he said. “If I had 
to move out of here, I’d pretty much be 
lost.” 

Whoever said “what happens in 
Washington stays in Washington” has 
never met Budlove. 

Don’t count on the current guber¬ 
natorial administration in Frankfort to 
ensure the most vulnerable among us 
- including Budlove - don’t end up 
“lost,” either. 

Simpson has tried repeatedly 
through the years to get the Beshear 
administration to assist him in different 
ways, including helping get personal 
care facilities qualified for Medicaid 
funding. Other states, including neigh¬ 
boring Missouri, have already taken 
this step. 

Not only has the Beshear adminis¬ 


tration refused to help, many of Frank¬ 
fort’s bureaucrats seem openly hostile 
to Simpson, his personal care homes 
and the industry in general. 

Including the personal care homes 
under Medicaid would result in higher 
reimbursements and save the com¬ 
monwealth a ton of money. 

For instance, many patients in 
Simpson’s homes are indigent and 
suffer from poor mental health. Con¬ 
sidering a patient’s daily cost at one 
of Kentucky’s regional mental health 
hospitals is $685 per day, the fact that 
Simpson’s facilities are providing that 
care for a palhy $38.60 a day accrues 
to thousands in savings each month for 
each resident. 

To slap Simpson with a $289,000 
bill would eat up so much of that al¬ 
ready insufficient reimbursement rate 
that he could no longer afford to house, 
feed and provide medicine and care for 
the residents at his first-class homes. 

It also would add hundreds to Ken¬ 
tucky’s unemployment lines.

past because the stan¬ 
dard is higher than before 
and additional compo¬ 
nents make up the overall 
score,” explained Debra 
Foltz, the school system’s 
director of district-wide 
services. “It does not 
mean our students are not 
performing as well or are 
getting worse. It’s now 
more difficult for students 
to achieve the ranking 
of Proficient or Distin¬ 
guished.” 

Foltz pointed out the 
high school’s scores on 
ACT tests have risen every 
year in the past five years 
and students are meeting 
more benchmarks in ev¬ 
ery area. 

“At the high school, we 
exceeded the state aver¬ 
age of student growth in 
reading and in the com¬ 
bined score of reading 
and math,” said Roxann 


Booth, high school princi¬ 
pal. “We also matched the 
state average in science 
scores.” 

“We’re happy with our 
science and social studies 
scores because they are 
better than the state av¬ 
erage,” said Curt Bieger, 
middle school principal. 
“We should be able to im¬ 
prove our math, reading 
and writing scores.” 

“Now that we know 
the results of the assess¬ 
ment scores, we’ll use our 
wealth of data to make 
changes to improve our 
instruction for all stu¬ 
dents,” said Superinten¬ 
dent of Schools Dot Per¬ 
kins. “Our ultimate goal 
is to make all our students 
100 percent Proficient in 
all subjects and make sure 
they are ready for college 
or careers when they grad¬ 
uate from Gallatin County 
High School.
